Agricultural Property 
Payments Decreased 
Under Set-Up 

With Supervisor N. E. West j 
registering the only opposition, 
the board of supervisors today 
S adopted a reduced tax rate that 
will lower the payment on agri¬ 
cultural property 40 cents for 
every $2000 of actual valuation. 

The rates as approved by the 
board were 69 cents on property 
inside cities and 73 on property 
in rural areas. Reduction of the 
tax rate under the 74-cent inside I 
j and 78-cent outside rates as first j 
I set up, was forecast exclusively in 
The Journal last TlTursday. 

When the budget was first pre- j 
I pared the 74-cent and 78-cent | 
rates were tentatively established j

POPE VISIONS 
U.S.IN WAR 

Concessions To American 
Capital In Ethiopia 
May Hit America 

• ARTS Aug. 31. UP)—While 
French officials viewed as a grave 
development the announcement of 
the granting of huge concessions 
to American capital in Ethiopia, 
Senator James Pope (D„ Idaho), 
who is in Europe on a personal 
"observation” trip, found in it a 
danger that America might be 
dragged into war. 

"That is just the sort of thing 
I meant when I said the United 
States would have difficulty in 
keeping out of war," he said. 

He added that he believed Wash¬ 
ington should immediately assure 
the public “that we would not 
spend one cent and would not send 
a single soldier to protect such 
American interests in Ethiopia.” 

"For many years,” he continued, 
“financial interests have been at¬ 
tempting to get the United States' 
military cipport for their invest¬ 
ments abroad. The same thing 
may arise in this case.”

Did They Buy 
a War For Us? 


Did the Standard Oil company buy a war? 

Will America have to pay for it? 

What was the motive behind the amazing action of Em¬ 
peror Haile Selassie of Ethiopia yesterday when he granted 
a charter to half his empire to the great oil concern and 
British interests ? 

These were questions which were concerning Santa Ana 
; residents today. They wanted to know how the kaleidoscope 
of world affairs has been changed, and what part this coun¬ 
try will play in the new picture. 

L. L. Beeman, head of the Junior college economics de- 
! partment, pointed out today that obviously Haile Selassie’s 
huge concession was a desperate grasping at a straw to 
protect his country from Italy. At the same time, said Mr. 
Beeman, the ruler of the black people of Africa sewed the 
seeds of gra ve complications and possibly another world con- 
! flict. On the other hand, the Standard Oil company went 
into the deal with its eyes open, knowing war is imminent. 
In view of the new neutrality act in the United States this 
country could not logically interfere in the crisis, Mr. Bee¬ 
man said. 

Danger of War 

The oil company undoubtedly will send its concession 
colonists, engineers and oil men. Danger to them through a 
war between Italy and Ethiopia might be used as a pretext 
for drawing the United States and Great Britain into a con¬ 
flict, for big corporations in the past have called on their 
home governments to protect their property in foreign coun- 
; tries, Mr. Beeman said. 

This undoubtedly was in the emperor’s mind when he 
) made the concession, said Mr. Beeman. Knowing an Italian 
| invasion is imminent, the ruler chose to give away part of 
his empire in a desperate attempt to protect the remainder. 

Revenue May be Motive 

Haile Selassie’s motive in the grant may have been to 
get revenue from oil royalties to enable him to fight the Ital- 
{lans: or he may have seen in the concession an opportunity 
to smuggle in arms by way of the railroad which is to be 
I built to a port in British Somaliland, said Mr. Beeman, re¬ 
marking also that “one guess is as good as another in com¬ 
plicated world affairs today.” 

The nature of the deed or charter which Emperor 
Selassie has granted may have an important bearing on 
the situation, too, for if it is an outright deed, then Ital¬ 
ian advances into the concession territory might he re¬ 
garded as invasion of Ameriean or British soil, Mr. Bee¬ 
man explained. 

In the past, corporations under similar circumstances 
have had the right to transport their own “soldiers” into 
) such regions, and in this case it is assumed that access to 
! the grant would be possible for such armed forces through 
British Somaliland because British interests are interested in 
I the concession. 

Says France Holds Key 

Mr. Beeman views France as holding the key to the 
i present war situation. The natural way for France to swing, 
if Great Britain were involved, would be toward that power, 
j This would make the position of Italy hazardous. On the 
other hand, if France should allay itself with Italy, the pic¬ 
ture would be changed materially in the other direction. Ger¬ 
many would be a factor, too, if she decided to go on the war- 
| path, said Mr. Beeman. 

Washington Cagey About 
Haile’s Latest Move to 
Force Help From Outside 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. UP )— 
| Secretary Hull deferred comment 
| today on whether American par¬ 
ticipation in the vast Ethiopian 
concession would affect this coun¬ 
try or its policies in the light of 
j possible war between Italy and 
the African empire 

The White House said nothing. 

It was indicated American in¬ 
terests already were in business in 
Ethiopia; but the commerce de- 
] partment said it had no records 
j showing such investments. 

Significance of the transaction 
| on American international affairs, 
the secretary of the state said, 
j was for developments and study to 
| determine. 

By implication, he discounted 
any possibility of the United 
States government becoming in- 
) volved in the Italo-Ethiopian con- 
| troversy. 

Mr. Hull said the state depart¬ 
ment had no advance information 
that the deal was under considera¬ 
tion, and first reports came from 
news stories from Addis Ababa. 

The Associated Press transmit¬ 
ted the first dispatches on the sub¬ 
ject last night. 

No Counsel From New Deal 

Asked whether it had not been 
the policy for American concerns 
to consult with the state depart¬ 
ment before negotiating such gi¬ 
gantic business transactions 
abroad, the secretary said that had 
not been so under the Roosevelt 
administration. 

This government, he added, 


does not undertake to follow its 
nationals around the world and 
advise them concerning what they 
should or should not do in busi¬ 
ness. 

Private business transactions by 
i Americans are not, under ordi- 
j nary circumstances, he said, any 
j concern of the United States gov- 
j emment. 

Cornelius H. Van Engert, 
American charge d'affaires at Ad-. 
! die Ababa, early today sent offi- 
| cial notice of the signing of the gi¬ 
gantic exploitation grant between 
Emperor Haile Selassie and the 
African Exploration and Develop¬ 
ment corporation. 

The first official information 
was that it seemed at this time to 
present no immediate problems 
for this government. 

Senators More Frank 

Emphatic comment that the 
American people are determined 
to steer clear of foreign wars was 
heard among senators today as 
they read of Emperor Haile Selas¬ 
sie's deeding of half his kingdom 
for exploration by Anglo-Ameri- 
j can interest. 

Senator Borah of Idaho, widely 
known for his stand against “for¬ 
eign entanglements," heard the 
news with displeasure. He char¬ 
acterized such transactions as 
buying an "interest in ‘war’.”

President Signs Bill As 
Nation Looks On With

WASHIN G T O N, Aug. 
31. (/P)—Mandatory neu¬ 
trality legislation designed 
to keep the United States 
out of conflicts like that 
threatened between Italy 
and Ethiopia was signed in¬ 
to law today by President 
Roosevelt. It compels the 
president — until February 
29, 1936—to ban shipment 
of arms to belligerents 
“upon the outbreak or dur¬ 
ing the progress of war** 
between two foreign na¬ 
tions.

ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 31. (JP I— 
An Ethiopian government official 
j communique today announced that 
a concession had been granted to 
the African Development and Ex¬ 
ploration company, incorporated 
in Delaware, for development of 
oil resources over virtually half of 
Ethiopia. 

Francis M Rickett, British pro¬ 
moter who negotiated the conces¬ 
sion with Emperor Haile Selassie, 
said the African Development Ex- 
poration corporation was con¬ 
trolled by the Standard Oil com¬ 
pany. (Which of the numerous 
Standard Oil companies was in¬ 
volved was not designated.) 

The African Development Ex¬ 
ploration corporation was chart¬ 
ered at Dover, Del,, July 11, 1935, 
with a capita] stock of 5000 shares 
of a par value of $100 a share. 
The incorporators were Alfred W. 
Britten, Edward F. Williams and 
Vincent V. Weinturp. 

The charter authorizes the cor¬ 
poration to drill for oil, seek out 
precious stones, gold, silver and 
asphalt, and to engage in the work 
of general development. The 
headquarters are given as New 
York with a representative in Do¬ 
ver. 

Rickett said, in addition, that 
1 the emperor had entered negotia¬ 
tions to grant a British controlled 
j corporation known as the Lake 
Tana Conservancy syndicate, the 
right in perpetuity to construct 
a dam and pumping stationns at 
the famous Lake Tana, headwa¬ 
ters of the blue Nile, 

Closes Italian Door 
Emperor Haile Selassie's action 
in granting vast concessions to 
America and British interests was 
generally regarded here as clos¬ 
ing the door to Italian economic 
penetration of Ethiopia.

City 
Engineer A. J. Stead reports a 
large staff at work in his de¬ 
partment to complete not only the 
pier estimate, but those for the 
two sewer districts as well. Re¬ 
cent instructions of the council 
require that the sewer estimates 
be finished first, and if there is 
time after that, to go ahead with 
the pier project. 

A late communication from A. 
D. Wilder, acting state director of 
PWA in Los Angeles, states that 
all applications for government 
grants must be turned in to his 
office not later than 5 o’clock Sep¬ 
tember 4, Since receipt of this 
letter, work has been rushed to 
complete the three estimates be¬ 
fore the deadline. 

According to Mr. Stead, aside 
from making the regular estimate 
of the pier, plans must be formu¬ 
lated which will give a clear idea 
of the completed project. 

To obtain the $45,000 govern¬ 
ment grant, a special election 
must be held to sanction a loan 
of $55,000 as secured by general 
issue bonds, so that contracts may 
be awarded and signed before De¬ 
cember 15, 1935.

The summary showed that the 
act has two purposes: to insure 
constitutionality of the AAA in 
the light of supreme court de¬ 
cisions, and to strengthen the leg¬ 
islation in the light of experience. 

To insure the constitutionality 
of the act, the power of the sec¬ 
retary of agriculture is defined 
and limited, the operation of the 
act is rigidly limited to interstate 
commerce and all previous taxes, 
and benefit payments and con¬ 
tracts instituted prior to adoption 
of the amendmens are legalized, 
the report showed. 

In order to strengthen and clar¬ 
ify the legislation, the parity price 
of farm products is modified, in 
connection with basic commodities 
payments are authorized for other 
purposes than rental or benefit 
payments, tax rates and procedure 
are shown in greater detail, pro¬ 
vision is made for control of com¬ 
peting imports, marketing agree¬ 
ment procedure is shown in more 
detail, changes are made for cer¬ 
tain commodities and it is speci¬ 
fied that nothing in the act shall 
authorize mainenanee of prices 
above parity levels.

An offer from the International 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire¬ 
men and Enginemen to lend the 
government $1,000,000 to establish 
a new railroad retirement board 
and set up machinery necessary 
for its administration was declined 
yesterday by the President. 

Funds to establisn the board 
were included in the third defi¬ 
ciency appropriation bill, which 
congress failed to pass. 

In declining the loan, Mr. 
Roosevelt expressed the hope of 
making all preliminary arrange¬ 
ments for this new agency before 
congress meets again.

John D. Rockefeller jr. with 
donations of $28,000,000 in two 
months, was the biggest giver. 
The bulk of the other large ones 
ranged in the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of with a few over a million. 

Nearly SI2.300,000 
Total gift taxes to be paid under 
existing legislation — on rough 
though official estimates assum¬ 
ing market values to be accurate 
appraisals, and that gifts were 
marie to Individuals would ap¬ 
proximate $12,300,000 against 
$14,500,000 under the new bill, 
which is effective January 1, 1936. 

These figures are probably 
high, officials said, because many 
of the gifts are broken up Rocke¬ 
feller. for example, reported $27,- 
rharitable organizations. Figured 
000.000 in June to individuals and 
as one gift the present tax would 
be $10,900,000 against $12,345,000 
under the new bill, but since there 
actually were several gifts the 
tax would be lower. The high 
rates start on the larger gifts.

This will mean that approxi¬ 
mately 7.367 i ars remain to be 
aerounted for through sale of 
loose fruit, (..ports to foreign 
countries and through elimination 
by dropping in groves and culling 
in packing houses. 

Drop 1st i mat eil 

While no official estimate is 
available on the amount of the 
drop due to natural causes, it 
has been plated by various esti¬ 
mates at figures varying from 5 
to 15 per cent of the crop. If 
the latter- figure were accepted, 
the drop alone would have taken 
care of the surplus, which at the 
beginning of the season was 
figured to be about 6,000.000 
boxes. While the drop undoubted¬ 
ly has reached the 15 per cent 
figure in certain orchards, con¬ 
servative estimates do not place 
it that high for the industry as 
a whole. 

The California-Arizona agree¬ 
ment offices in Los Angeles esti¬ 
mates that shipments of 1.278 cars

Building permits issued in 
Santa Ana so far this year have a 
valuation four times that of per¬ 
mits for the first eight months of 
1934, a survey today showed. A 
total of 478 permits to date this 
year show a building valuation of

Fruit Melon Cocktail

Bread Apple Mint Jelly 

Cabbage and Pimiento Salad 
Peach Ice Cream 
Cocoanut Cookies 
Coffee or Iced Tea 

Fruit .Melon Cocktail 

6 rings honeydew 12 blac cherriea 
6 slices pineapple 

Chill all ingredients and arranga 
on serving plates. Garnish green 
leaves and sprinkle with 2 table¬ 
spoons lime juice. 

Apple Mint Jelly 
12 cups quartered 1 cup chopped 
apples mint 

5 cups water Sugar 
Wash apples, cut in quarters and 
remove any imperfections. Apples 
should not be pared or cored when 
used for jelly. Add water and 
cover. Simmer about 30 minutes 
or until apples are very soft. Pour 
into jelly bag and let drip. Add 
mint to juice and for each 4 cups 
juice add 3 cups sugar. Boil juica 
and sugar until it “jells" when 
tested on cold plate. Pour into 
sterilized jars and seal when cold. 

It is advisable to color juice 
after sugar has been added with 
green vegetable coloring to give 
the desired mint tint. 

Peach Ice Cream 

(With Custard Base) 

1 cup sugar cream 

44 teaspoon salt 2 cups crushed 
\ cup flour peaches 

3 eggs 2 teaspoons 

2 cups milk vanilla 

1 cup whipped 

Blend sugar, flour and salt. Add 
eggs and milk. Cook in double 
boiler until mixture becomes thick 
and creamy. Cool, add rest of 
ingredients. Pour into try in me¬ 
chanical refrigerator and in about 
4Vj, hours the cream will be stiff 
enough to serve. The cream can 
be frozen by regular freezer 
method.
